Since purchasing it he has made 


a number of improvements so that 
the house scarcely looks like the 
same place.

since the time the p'ace was purchas- 
ed and took life easy as if he had no 
care on earth, and was not a fugi- 
tive from justice. 


Last week, however,! the United

His iind."--shirt. l\ s 
only covering, was stained :,y blc^a 
and powder. He had been shot three 
times, once just over the heart, once 


* In the left arm and once in the left 


thigh. A report was made that he had 
committed suicide. With the arrival 
of the coroner, however, the case took 
on a different aspect. A torn fan was 
picked up from the floor and the pis- 
tol found on a trunk three feet from 
the body. Both the barrel and trig- 
ger of the pistol were besmeared with 
blood, but the handle was quite clean. 
Three of its six cartridges had been 
fired.

LAWS OF WISCONSIN 


Great Many Persons Who Are Unknow 


ingly Bigamists on Account of 


Badger State Laws. 


"'"he Jaws ot Wisconsin, says 


Wisconsin judge, -will make a man 
a bigamist following divorce 
pro 


ceetlings it' that man was not living 
in Wisconsin or had not subrnittet 
to the jurisdiction of a Wisconsin 
court, when his better half procurec 
a divorce, and 
he thereafter 
at 


tempted 
a marriage 
outside the 


state. 
The same would apply to a 


woman who had been defendant in 
a divorce. 
And the trouble is tha 


mere are a great many divorces p 
this nature granted although there 
is no record as to whether 
theix 


were remarriages. Undoubtedly there 
are a great many persons in the 
"United States who are unknowingly 
bigamists because of the application 
of the Wisconsin divorce law. 


The judge has prepared an opin 


ion on this subject and it may cause 
something of a stir. 
It has been 


submitted to many lawyers, as it is 
not a decision in any case and has 
met with approval. 
It is of aboul 


vue same import as the recent decis 
ion of the supreme court in the Da 
-ota divorce cases. 


It is in the default cases that tnis 


opinion works mischief. 
The judge 


holds that if a person has resided in 


.sconsin for one year, as the law 


provides, and brings an action 
foi 


divorce against a person living out- 
side the state, the decree in 
that 


case is good and binding only on the 
plaintiff in the suit. 
The plaintiff 


or person bringing the action is free 
from all matrimonial yokes and can 
marry any person in the wide-awake 
wor.'d. 


But not so .with 
the defendant, 


who remains a married person, thus 
evolving the most novel position im- 
aginable. 
Such a person, getting 


into Wisconsin, h'owever, 
immedi- 


ately becomes divorced, but only as 
long as in the state. 
Remaining 


outside of the state, it would be nec- 
essary to bring action for divorce 
from the plaintiff in the Wsconsin 
action who had secured a divorce, 
to be freed. 


This opinion, if effective, would 


make the marriage business in Wis- 
consin increase, as the defendant in 
the default pase would need to have 
the 
second 
marriage 
performed 


within the state limits in order not 
to be a bigamist,
